EARLY INTERNATIONAL HEALTH ORGANIZATION 


The oldest and most generally accepted international 
health function the regulation quarantine. When 
became realized that plague, cholera, and yellow fever 
could ships, was natural that frightened 
countries should take drastic measures protect them- 
selves through quarantine. Ships were detained and 
merchandise destroyed, with every country acting for 
itself. Inevitably such individual and sometimes 
and excessive action led demand for 
regulation through international agreement. Begin- 
ning 1851 series international conferences was 
held Europe and produced understandings with re- 
gard maritime quarantine, and 1892 the first 
convention’’ was produced. More meetings 
followed and 1902 there were established for the 
American the Pan-American Sanitary Con- 
ferences. the hope achieving world-wide agree- 
ment matters quarantine, the International Public 
Health Office was authorized convention Rome 
1907 and soon afterward was provided with head- 
quarters has then been the principal 
agency for framing international conventions health, 
bringing them before the interested nations for adop- 
tion, and taking care their administration. act 
wisely planning agreements has been necessary 
for the office weigh wide experience and 
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changing. Over decade ago the rapid expansion 
travel air brought urgent problems which the rules 
for maritime quarantine were not applicable. Air 
routes were being planned between the known endemic 
areas yellow fever Africa and highly vulnerable 
countries like India. the office after due delibera- 
tion prepared Sanitary Convention for Aerial Navi- 
gation which has helped solve the knotty problem 
limiting the spread yellow fever and other diseases 
airplane. 

After the first World War the need for inter- 
national health agency with wider scope was recognized. 
Administration quarantine measures prevent the 
spread certain pestilential diseases between coun- 
tries was longer considered sufficient, 1923 the 
Health Organization the League Nations came 
into being Geneva with greater range activities. 
The advantages the absorption the International 
Health Office this new agency were carefully 
weighed, but merging the two was impossible, for the 
assent the governments which had set the office 
could not obtained. The two organizations there- 
fore functioned separately, but with system liaison 
which lessened the disadvantages. Both organizations 
are now almost standstill because the war, and 
should opportune time, when the general plans 
for world health organization are again formulated, 
consider just how the world health agency had best 
set and with what range activity. The sepa- 
rate functioning the two agencies—the International 
Public Health Office, with its interest limited the 
prevention the spread major communicable dis- 
eases, and the Health Organization the League—had 
one advantage. brought out clearly that there were 
many important new functions for international 
health organization and that quarantine would only 
minor part the ideal program. 


The organization which have served for the past 
quarter century nonofficial agency for interna- 
tional health work, and its experiences 
pioneer this field illustrate several the points 
which wish The International Health Com- 
mission The Rockefeller Foundation was established 
1913 and renamed the International Health Board 
1916 and the International Health Division 1927. 
private but its world-wide activities, 
like those the official international health organiza- 
tions, are carried with and through governments and 
their invitation. Its health work largely the 
frontiers health knowledge where explores 
few selected fields with large measure freedom 
for the purpose helping governmental health de- 
partments become more effective. When useful new 
knowledge and experience its application have been 


acquired, the division withdraws, leaving the offi- 
cial health authorities follow the gains. 
strengthen the cooperative programs and increase their 
prospect permanency, the division trains profes- 
sional staff for the governments through fellowships 
and frequently gives travel grants that officials can 
compare their own health work with that other 
These activities and the policies followed 
had their counterpart the program the Health 
Organization the League Nations. fact, the 
early years that agency, The Rockefeller Founda- 
tion contributed financially toward items its pro- 
gram, realizing that the new organization and the 
International Health Division had many common ob- 
jectives. 
QUARANTINE 


Quarantine still plays important role inter- 
national health, though much changed one. Ships 
are seldom held for any great length time, and 
radio pratique enables many vessels reach their docks 
without noticeable delay. The quarters for passengers 
quarantine stations are largely empty. Immigrants 
are examined far possible before they sail. Steps 
are taken keep ships rat-free. More attention be- 
ing given the control dangerous disease the 
exporting countries where prevalent, and mak- 
ing the receiving countries nearly noninfectible 
possible. 

Malaria offers example important disease 
which the ordinary type quarantine can hardly 
applied. Malaria widespread most tropical and 
subtropical regions and present the United States. 
hear called the ‘‘number one disease’’ the 
present war. Infected travelers soldiers returning 
this Country after visiting malarious regions may 
apparently well after attack but may nevertheless 
come down later with relapse, infecting local anophe- 
line mosquitoes and starting new outbreaks. Quaran- 
tine the borders would little avail. Reliance 
must placed chiefly recognizing the relapses 
that prompt treatment will given and making the 
community noninfectible intensifying mosquito con- 
trol where dangerous anophelines are present. 

There phase malaria control, however, which 
requires the vigilance quarantine officers and also 
serious international cooperation. Some anopheline 
mosquitoes are much more effective transmitting 
malaria than others. Certain islands the Pacific are 
free from anophelines while others are swarming with 
dangerous species. The transfer effective anophe- 

line vectors from continent continent between 
islands airplanes must controlled. This now 
being done increasing scale spraying planes 
with efficient insecticides airports and during flight. 


Needless say, this requires high degree inter- 
national cooperation. 


CREATION NEEDED KNOWLEDGE 


Medical and public health discoveries are rule 
rapidly and widely proclaimed through scientifie jour- 
nals accord with the established tradition that the 
whole world entitled the benefits such informa- 
tion. Independent publication 
national professional meetings should continue under 
conditions maximum freedom. Nevertheless, both 
the production public health knowledge and its 
distribution can greatly facilitated and augmented 
suitable international organization and assistance. 

not infrequently said those who view the 
endless parade scientific publications and announce- 
ments, that know almost enough and that the urgent 
need for organization apply existing knowledge. 
One who goes into the field the applying, however, 
quickly disillusioned. finds that the unknown 
vastly greater than the known, and soon his road ends 
the chasm missing essential fact. One such 
difficulty was faced and overcome, for example, when 
Walter Reed and his associates, spurred press- 
ing need Cuba, determined definitely that 
fever transmitted mosquito. Given this 
edge, sanitarians could immediately transform desper- 
ate and futile efforts control into most effective ones. 

the worker the field and the official 
responsible for disease prevention who see most clearly 
what the crucial missing facts are. Likewise the health 
workers the international field have the best view 
the needs the world whole. addition the 
fundamental investigations our well-equipped in- 
stitutions teaching and research, there must always 
field research and related laboratory studies focused 
sharply recognized immediate need. The re- 
search, though thus directed practical end, can 
nevertheless kept the highest level 
suitably organized and adequately supported. will 
most fruitful carried on, with international 
tion and assistance, the countries offering the best 
opportunities for the study the diseases question 
their natural environment. necessary 
the depths the jungle and country villages, 
well the laboratories our large cities. 


COOPERATION DISEASE CONTROL 


time war the mention typhus fever makes 
one shudder, and failure speak this companion 
misfortune and misery would glaring omission. 
With armies taking extreme precautions through im- 
munization and delousing, there probably will 
disasters the military forces comparable what 
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befell Napoleon’s retreating troops, but must 
expected that international assistance, and plenty 
it, will needed civilian communities disrupted 
war, deprived soap, limited water supply, and 


with health services disorganized. Many nations, and 
the American Red Cross well, gave assistance fight- 
ing the terrible Serbian epidemic 1915, and the 
League Nations’ Epidemic Commission took lead- 
ing part 1920-21 marshalling health agencies for 
typhus control Poland. 

should now possible work more effectively 
than during and after the last war, for methods have 
been improved, and health organization has been de- 
veloped. With the new and highly effective 
cidal powders, and the simplified methods application 
blowing them through the hair and clothing, will 


_be practicable set organization within the local 


health department which can treat infested people 
their homes convenient health centers and prevent 
the transmission typhus. The activity could 
systematically controlled louse counts and indices 
that the local extermination the insect 
expeditiously accomplished and its continued absence 
insured. such methods typhus has already been 
stopped abruptly institutions and communities. The 
old clipping the hair and steaming the 
often ruining cherished articles, can rele- 
gated history along with the they inspired.

Dr. Soper, the staff the International 
Health Division, after having successfully directed 
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campaigns for the eradication Anopheles gambiae 
and Aedes aegypti, now enthusiastically applying 
extermination techniques the louse. Some months 
ago reported from foreign country that since the 
necessity for removing clothing before administering 
the powder had been obviated was possible apply 
the insecticides homes, schools, courtyards, and 
wherever was possible find two 
three lousy ones gathered one Satur- 
day the entire population district, according the 
local authorities, came two points the automobile 
highway powdered. result the continu- 
ing investigation and experience the International 
Health Division, the United States America Typhus 
Commission, and health officials various countries, 
should possible after the war take world view 
the typhus situation and get rid the louse-borne 
disease wherever has become intrenched. Vaccina- 
tion, which least diminishes mortality, would 
additional weapon fighting typhus. 

dying man with weakened heart and swollen legs, 
sufferer from beriberi contracted eating over- 
polished rice, just much the preventable 
disease and community neglect were 
ing cholera typhoid. Now that the causes 
nutritional deficiencies are becoming better understood 
and their correction more practicable, the diseases 
malnutrition are slowly beginning take their right- 
ful place beside those caused infection responsi- 
bilities the health authorities. Field investi- 
gations are becoming more practical and productive, 
and result useful knowledge accumulating. 
Nutritional disease requires the same types investi- 
gation—clinical, physiological, epidemiological, and 
laboratory—as the other diseases studied health 
departments. After prevalent nutritional deficiency 
has been investigated and identified the health au- 
thorities, the correction the causes the community 
often involves cooperation with agencies interested 
economics and agriculture. The responsibility for the 
trouble frequently shared other countries and in- 
ternational cooperation therefore necessary. great 
impetus the movement investigate and improve 
nutrition was given the League Nations’ Mixed 
Committee the Relation Nutrition Health, 
Agriculture, and Economie Policy, which brought out 
its final report important step has 
just been taken the United Nations Conference 
Food and Agriculture, which the decision was 
reached set permanent international organiza- 
tion the field food and agriculture. This organi- 
zation dealing with many subjects besides human nutri- 
tion should source help and strength the 


technical groups interetsed nutrition the inter- 
national health organization. 


DISTRIBUTION CURRENT INFORMATION 


Any future official international health organization 
will, hope, follow the example the League’s Health 
Organization its excellent system collecting and 
distributing current health mformation for the bene- 
fit all countries. The Epidemiological Reports ap- 
peared quarterly and gave statistical tables showing 
for many countries the reported cases important dis- 
eases and the deaths. the most useful informa- 
tion was its summaries giving the accumulated 
information the epidemiology, distribution, and con- 
trol various distribution, and control various 
diseases special interest. These reviews were 
English and French and were accompanied informa- 
tive maps. This publication has stopped, but reviews 
specific diseases are still appearing the Bulletin 
Health Organization, and the Weekly Epidemiological 
Record arriving leaflet. the height its 
activity the League maintained Far Eastern Branch 
Office which received health reports from eastern coun- 
tries and from ships and the information 
radio. gather and prepare the statistical and 
epidemiological material, there was the Health Sec- 
tion the League effective Service Epidemio- 
logical Intelligence and Public Health 
Through such system collection and publication 
all the world could receive prompt notice health 
events they happened and could forewarned 
new disease hazards. 


INTERNATIONAL STANDARDIZATION 


Many have been irritated during our travels 
the lack international agreement rules the 


road, alphabets, and weights and measures. Even 


the health field the lack standardization may 
annoying and even dangerous. can thank the 
League Nations for bringing about uniformity the 
standardization curative and protective sera, hor- 
mones, and other and even vitamins and some 
drugs. The League’s Permanent Commission Bio- 
logical Standardization has carried the responsibility 
for this activity. Standard preparations have been 
sent periodically many countries for use keeping 
the local units strength agreement with those 
adopted internationally. Before the League was es- 
tablished international commissions were already pre- 
paring and revising the International List Causes 
Death. Doubtless other matters will found 
that international standardization necessary pre- 
vent dangerous variation among the units and terms 
use different countries. 
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SOME FUNDAMENTAL PRINCIPLES 


For maximum success there are certain prin- 
ciples which should observed any international 
health organization that might set after the 

should help and advise the technical health officials 
the several nations and facilitate cooperation among 
them, but without assuming superimposed 
agency directing their work. 

Full-time service, with salaries consistent with such 
service, should advocated, and educational assistance 
should made conditional such service. 

Enslavement routine should avoided. The 
first aim should lead searching out and defining 
important health needs, anticipating dangerous situa- 
tions, and devising more effective methods than those 
now have for protecting and improving health. 

Dealings should directly with technical health 
officials, and the activities the international health 
organization should free from secondary political 
ends. international cooperation the health field 
all effort should concentrated the one enemy who 
has friends—disease. 


THE FUTURE 


The world has shrunk greatly since the early days 
ship quarantine. Measured travel time every region 
now close every other. National barriers fron- 
tiers are increasingly futile, whether they military 
fortifications, high tariffs, rigid quarantine. each 
international cooperation for common benefit 
the only possible substitute. 

Before making forecast anticipated progress 
international health procedure might profitable 
summarize its evolution the present. the 
first stage there was only quarantine against few 
pestilential diseases. the second, there was more 
knowledge the nature diseases and the manner 
their spread, and growing tendency for nations 
act concert controlling the more serious ones, like 
plague, the ports origin well through quar- 
antine. and present stage finds conventional 
quarantine minor place. The terror and helpless- 
ness inspired many diseases have largely disap- 
peared. More diseases can suppressed through 
immunization many insect vectors are now known and 
controlled the influence social and factors 
and nutrition ill health are becoming better under- 
stood and result all this the procedures pre- 
vention are becoming more diverse, highly technical, 
and efficient. 

the present moment the war interest has forced 
greater attention the exotic diseases and has revealed 
the relative neglect with which our medical teaching 
has treated the maladies peculiar our neighbors 


this contracting globe. Steps are being taken cor- 
rect this. Since the first World War invaluable ex- 
perience international health relations has been 
accumulated many country and nucleus formed 
trained health experts, including growing body 
public health nurses. These assets will count the 
next but they will have multiplied. 

The fourth stage the future, and can only 
speculate about it. There will probably still less 
reliance conventional quarantine and more the 
control disease wherever discovered. such 
will for universal benefit, hope that 
will fitted into world plan, formulated internation- 
ally, and that expert financial assistance, needed 
the national health authorities any country, will 
somehow made available the central organization. 
world-wide importance, for example, that the 
control yellow fever should centered the 
areas Africa and South America and sup- 
ported the combined all the benefiting 
When world strategy requires that in- 
tensive fight must made some country keep 
from becoming stepping stone for disease insect 
vector, like Anopheles gambiae, toward other lands, 
then the world should ready help direct the effort 
and pay for it. 


too much hope that the central organization 
through its conferences will direct attention the 
universal distribution mental disease, the common 
cold, and dental evaluating their importance 
and using its influence and support stimulate the 
research which will have precede effective preven- 
tion? 

Just expect the world organize prevent 
war anywhere before gets started, look forward 
the time when all countries will combine extin- 
guish the sparks pestilence before the flames begin 
spread, and obtain the knowledge necessary for 
action. This would far easier than let diseases 
rage here and there and then try stop them 
thousand boundaries. 


can hope and expect that the rehabilitation func- 
tion the United Nations Relief and Rehabilitation 
Administration the field health will exercised 
the rapid recovery reestablishment 
self-reliant National health departments and 
demonstrate the advantages international coopera- 
tion.

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PALO ALTO ISSUES ANNUAL REPORT 
The annual report the Palo Alto Health Depart- 


ment, Louis Olsen, Health Officer, for the year 1943, 


has just been issued. This report covers the thirty-third 
year full-time health service for Palo Alto. fol- 
lows standard form that has been used for long 
period years. The record concise form and the 
valuable information that contains presented 
readily available form. Among the high lights the 
report are the 

The average age death the city 1943 was 64.8 
years, with per cent over years age. 

The total death rate was 10.5 per 1,000 population. 

The birth rate for the year was 17.8 per 1,000 popu- 
lation. 

The record communicable disease control Palo 
Alto enviable. Not single case diphtheria has 
appeared for six years and there has been smallpox 
for twelve years. Infantile paralysis appeared 1943 
for the first time since 1940 with total cases, one 
which was fatal. Two adults were left with extensive 
paralysis but both showed improvement the end 
the year. 

The infant mortality rate was 20.7, one the lowest 
infant mortality rates any California com- 
munity. infant deaths were dueto whooping 
(1), pneumonia (1), congenital malformation 
(2), premature birth (1), injury birth (1), and other 
diseases the first year (1). 

Eighty per cent the elementary school children 
the city have been immunized against diphtheria and 
80.3 per cent have been vaccinated against smallpox. 

The tuberculosis death rate for 1943 was 0.105, with 
only two deaths from the disease during the year. This 
remarkable record the estimated population 
the city for 1943 midyear was 19,000. 

Palo Alto participated the Emergency Maternity 
and infant Care Program which provides medical, 
nursing and hospital maternity and infant care for the 
wives and infants enlisted men the armed forces 
the four lowest pay grades. This activity started 
August 24, 1943, and during the four months that 
was operation, cases were authorized for maternity 
and two for child care. The magnitude the pro- 
gram Palo Alto indicated the fact that 1,315 
births reported during the year, 278, 21.2 per cent 
the total, were wives service men. 

The school health program Palo Alto carried 
jointly the school and health departments. The per- 
sonnel employed the school board school 
physician, school dentist and three public health nurses, 
with clerical needed. The nurses are em- 
ploved jointly the school and health departments 


thus preventing any overlapping public health nurs- 
ing services. 

The per capita cost the Palo Alto Health Depart- 
ment 1943 was but cents. The cost the school 
health program during the same period was cents, 
making the total expenditure for activities supervised 
the health department $1.49 per capital. Since 1918 
the per capita cost the Palo Alto Health Department 
has remained between cents and $1. 

addition these activities the department carries 
routine activities the maintenance child health 
clinies, food, dairy, milk and water inspection, general 
sanitation, laboratory, and general health education.

Most the 
products are unintentionally misrepresented and 
falsely advertised. with great difficulty that these 
purveyors are made realize that because some mem- 
ber the family friend recovered from some illness 
through the use magic formula not necessarily 
true for other people who suffer from other maladies.

Premium Ens Melissa Rejuvenator and 
Restorer Vitality both Man and Woman and 
especially cases where there rundown condi- 
tion, weakness women child bearing, and 
syphilis cases and impure blood. rejuvenates and 
makes man woman new again and purges out all 
impure germs and fortifies him against many con- 
tagious disease. powerful medicine. Just 
two four drops dose, and taken half- 
ounce size glass white wine every morning after 
about fourteen sixteen day will cause you 
shead your toenails and fingernails bad case 
syphilis impure blood. And you will put 
new toe and fingernails more beautiful than before 

The State Department Public Health has under 
investigation liniments falsely advertised for rheuma- 
tism, arthritis, sciatica and forth; dehydrated 
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table tablets containing wide variety vegetables, 
each which present almost infinitesimal 


amounts Indian herbs actually compounded real 


Indian reservation, which were offered for the 
relief everything from cancer pediculosis. 


Apples for Purposes 

Almost half million pounds dried apple pulp 
were released from quarantine Los Angeles the 
last day June with the proviso that the product 
transferred chemical house for exclusive use the 
manufacture insecticides. This material, labeled 
stock food’’ and ‘‘For insecticide 
was placed under quarantine the premises manu- 
facturer jams and jellies. hearing failed give 
satisfactory explanation why this material, con- 
taminated with rodent hairs, insects, insect excreta, 
excessive arsenic and lead residues was used the 
manufacture concentrated apple solution used 
pectin the manufacture jams and jellies. 


Ship Stores Salvaged 


Supervision damaged foods—ship stores cargoes 
—affected improper, adverse storage conditions, 
presents problem San Francisco. This has re- 
quired the recent sorting almost 200,000 pounds 
alimentary pastes and flour because insect infesta- 
tion, nearly 150,000 pounds flour, mold damaged and 
infested, and 30,000 pounds sugar damaged 
water. 

ton cashew nuts was reconditioned recently 
through shaking, brushing and hand-picking belt. 
result, 150 pounds dirty, adulterated material 
was discarded and the balance released passable. 
lot 100,000 pounds insect-infested shelled pea- 
nuts was placed under quarantine for proper recondi- 
tioning. 

Stocks groceries and liquors restaurants, bars 
and meat markets, were checked for salvage after fires 
had such places Los Angeles, Long Beach 
and Modesto. 

Fresh Mexican pineapple imported into California 
showing deep brown discoloration the core. Seven 
totaling 140,000 pounds, have been quaran- 
tined cooperation with the United States Food and 
Drug Administration. The discoloration said 
due insufficient irrigation. The fruit diverted 
firms that are equipped cut and trim each pine- 
apple. The good fruit then prepared for sale 
preservers. Every effort has been made prevent the 
untreated fruit from reaching retail markets there 
exterior indication the interior discoloration. 


Cheese Investigation Ended 
Following the appearance considerable number 
typhoid fever cases several counties California, 
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steps were taken prevent the distribution those 
types cheese that were determined responsible 
for the outbreak. new law requiring the pasteuriza- 
tion milk used these types cheeses that were 
involved was invoked. All quarantines suspected 
cheeses—Romano Teleme and high moisture 
Jack—were automatically released from quarantine be- 
the expiration the time limit required the 
new law for curing. All lots quarantined cheese 
have been released after establishment the fact that 
the products are safe for distribution. Local health 
departments and the State Department Agriculture 
the control the manufacture and dis- 
tribution these suspected cheeses. The action taken 
the control the product produced several notable 
results which may mentioned 

Control the epidemic and cessation new out- 
breaks.
